A CONSBBTATITE BSTIIIIATB 


Aives Kincs Connty to Cleveland by 
Twenty Thonsand. 


N E W YOBK, Oct. 25.—^With reference 
to the effect of the Brooklyn registration 
an extremely conservative view is stated 
by one of the most experienced poHti- 
oians of Kings county, who is not now 
actively engaged in politics, as follows: 


"The increase of registration in Kings 
county of 29.383 over 1884 is not a mat- 
ter of surprise to those in the county 
who have watched the abnormal growth 
of the city of Brooklyn. 
The growth 
has been very largely in the Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Twenty-first, 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fifth wards. 
The Second, Fifth, Sixth, Tenth, Twelfth 
and Fourteenth wards ai-e old and solid 
democratic wards from time out of mind, 
and the first named have increased very 
largely in population, by reason of the 
institution of the elevated railroad sys 
tem. 


"It goes without saying that the in- 
crease is almost wholly democratic. The 
increase in the outlying wards, that is 
the Sixteenth and Seventeeth, is made 
up largely of new comers, and an inves- 
tigation demonstrates the fact that the 
increase is more largely democratic than 
republican, with the single exception of 
perhaps the Twenty-second ward. The 
republican wards, 
which are those 
named out of the twenty-five, show 
only the natural increase in proportion 
to- the growth of population, which, be- 
ing well-populated wards in past years, 
show a very large growth as compared 
to other parts of the city. 


"The net result of a careful examina- 
tion is that Kings county can be counted 
on for a plurality for Grover Cleveland 
of certainly not less than 20,000. The 
plurality of the city of Brooklyn proper 
win be not less than 17,000. 
Kings 
county will cast the largest plurality for 
the presidential candidate that has been 
cast since 1876, when it gave 18,000 for 
Samuel J. Tilden. 
The population of 
Brooklyn in 1876 was 530,000. The 
population of the city of Brooklyn to- 
day is 802,000. 
The fact that Brooklyn 
in 1876 had the capacity of casting 16,- 
000 democratic plurality shows that 
with this enormous increase of popula- 
tion since that time 20,000 for the county 
is an extremely moderate statement." 


The arrival of Blaine did not have an 
inspiring effect upon his party last night. 
There is considerable inquiry, 
"Why 
does not Harrison come here, who is the 
candidate any way?" 


No takers have appeared for any of the 
Cleveland bets offered during the past 
forty-eight hours and there are no less 
than $100,000 waiting republican takers. 
About the Huffman house last night Cap- 
tain Conner, of the St. James hotel, was 
trying to find the republican who of- 
fered to bet $10,000, but he sought for 
him in vain and the bet on Illinois still- 
remains open.

CHIOAQO, IH., Oct. 25.—A mail pouch 
which left Boston Tuesday And arrived in 
Chicago last evening over the Michigan 
Southern railroad was robbed of aU the 
first-class nuril matter it contained. The 
stolen package consisted of registered 
letters, and the supx)08ition is that a 
large amount of money was secured by 
the thief. The rifled pouch came to this 
city in charge of Railway Mail Clerk 
Stevenson, to whom it had been turned 
over at Cleveland.

Stevenson is confident that the job could 
not have been done on his run, as none 
but regular men were in the car, and 
none of them approached that bag.

Some three weeks ago there anived 
from France, a brother of Emile G. De 
Grattery, the East Columbia street sa- 
loon keeper. 
The stranger was at once 
employed by Dr. I. N. Rosenthal as a 
hostler. 


Yesterday Dr. Rosenthal noticed the 
man acting queerly and this morning all 
efforts to arouse him proved futile.

T B E CANT ASS IN INDIANA. 


Democrats Working I-ike Beavers to 
Carry the State—A Fort Wayne 
Incident. 


[Fort Wanye Letter in New York Herald. 
Tariff reform has been thoroughly dis- 
cussed in Northeastern Indiana, and ap- 
parently it has won over a large number 
who were at first sceptical of its benefits. 
Everywhere I hear it spoken of witíx 
infinite respect, coupled with the coura- 
geous and honorable attitude of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 


Coming along from South Bend last 
night, a republican connected with the 
natural gas trust at Indianapolis said 
that it was hard to overcome the effect 
of Cleveland's determined stand on the 
question of reducing taxation and the 
excellence of his administration. He 
said the farmers almost to a man had 
taken sides with the president, and this he 
feared would offset the defection which 
he expected to see in the ranks of the la- 
borers and mechanics. 
He pretended 
that his party was hampered for want of 
funds, while the democrats had an 
abundance for uniforms, 
processions, 
speakers, etc. 
The fact is that both 
sides have been and are working like 
beavers, and republicans are making 
more display and certainly more noise 
than their opponents. 
Republican pa- 
rades and rallys take place nightly 
here, in Peru, Logansport, Muncie and 
South Bend, where uniforms are put on 
boys, many of whom are not sixteen 
years old. And this young element, all 
very desirable and politically healthful 
perhaps, does aU the yeUing and whoops 
up the enthusiasm at local meetings. 
But it is doubtful if many votes can 
now be captured in this way. The strag- 
glers, and here and there an "old sold- 
ier" may be reached by noise and bun- 
combe, and a few others may be forced 
into the high protection ranks by the 
crael and detestable tactics of John Jar- 
rett, of Pennsylvania, who is here work- 
ing the underground wires. 
Still, it is 
evident that very little headway is being 
made. 


IT ACTS LIIKE A WET BLANKET. 


The publication of the senate tariff 
bill came here like a wet blanket.

are disgusted 
with it 
and don't hesitate to declare it a 
clumsy trick. 
To denounce a revision 
of the tariff for months as a blight 
which was threatening American in- 
dustry, thus revoking completely its 
advocacy of four years ago, was bad 
enough. 
Now to again take the back 
track, after seeing that the country de- 
manded release from some of its com- 
mercial burdens, is more than the 
Hoosier workman can stand. It wül 
cost the party hundreds of votes in this 
and adjoining counties. 


A man engaged in the works of the 
Fort Wayne Wagon Works said to me at 
a lunch counter, to-day: "It's all sugar, 
sir; all sugar. 
One of our bosses ex- 
plained to us that the reduction in su- 
gar and whisky and cigars was better for 
us than free wool, cheap clothing, free 
lumber, etc. 
Now, I'm 58 years old, 
and I've been a voter since '54. I've 
seen many a political string pulled, but 
I never see such a trick as this." 


Strange to say, democrats pay veiy 
little attention to the senate substitute 
for the Mills bill. 
They say its effect 
has been largely discounted. 
As it 
slaps Mr. Blaine in the face, however, 
they are quite content, because when he 
came here he did not receive much 
com-tesey, as he can no longer protect 
even "private affairs."

That a Reduction of the Present Tariff is Badly 


Needed. 


General J o h n A. LiOgan, April 18, 1870 : Now when the gentlemau, 
who seems to be the protector in an especial manner of the great labor 
interests of this country, speaks of this protection being the protection of 
the labor of this country, I ask him : Does not every farmer and mechanic 
in this broad land make use of iron in all kinds of labor V The 4,000,000 
men that have been freed recently are laborers, are producers, not manu- 
facturers. They are not men of skilled labor; they evidently are not men 
who are protected. 
And then there are the men in the Northwest who 
produce corn, wheat, oats, pork and beans, etc.; they are producers and 
consumers, and are not protected ; and it is they who pay this large 
amount of money into the pockets of the manufacturers of this article. 
And when a gentleman stands upon this ñoor and tells me that this higli, 
this extraordinarily high tariff is for the protection of the laboring men, I 
tell him that I do not understand 
how he can possibly substantiate such a 
theory. 


F r o m t h e Report of the Republican Tarift" Commission 
appointed by President Arthur, 1 8 8 1 : It would seem that the 
rates of duties under the existing tariff—fixed, for the most part, during 
the war under the evident necessity at that time of stimulating to its 
utmost extent all domestic production—must be adai)ted, through 
reduc- 
tion, to the present condition Oi peace requiring no such extraordinary 
stimulus. 
And in the mechanical and manufacturing industries, especially 
those which have been long established, it would seem that the improve- 
ments in machinery and processes made within the last twenty years, and 
the high scale of productiveness which has become a characteristic of their 
establishments, would permit oar manufacturers to conipete with their 
foreign rivals under a s-ahalaniial n^daciion of existíug 
dtities. 


Entertaining these vlev.s, the (.Commission has sought to present a 
scheme of tariff duties in wliich 
i.uitial re(h:ction should betho distin- 
guishing feature. The average reduction in rales, including that from the 
enlargement of the free list and the abolition of the duties on charges and 
commissions, at which the commission has aimed, is not Itssou tiK ir, erage 
than 2 0 per cent., and it is the oi>iniun of the Commission that thc> reduc- 
tion will reach 2 5 per cent. 


tThe Mills' Bill proposes a reduction of less t h a n five per 
cent.] 


Senator J o h n Sherman, January, 1888: The tariff ought to be care- 
fully revised with a view to correct any inequalities or incongruities that 
have grown out of the change of values since the passage of the act of 
1883; every imported article which does not compete w^ith our domestic 
industry and is essential to the cx^mfort and wants of our people should 
be placed on the F R B B W S T ; every raw material of industry which does 
not compete with our own productions should be specially selected for the

H u g h McCulloch, Ex-Secretary of the Treasury, December, 1887: In 
the main I agree with those views. 
I am very glad to see Mr. Cleveland 
insist with such emphasis upon putting the issue squarely before the peo- 
ple. 
His action, under the circumstances, marks him as a man whose 
ability has been greatly underestimated. 
There is no question over which 
the general government has jurisdiction that is of such vital importance 
OS the financial policy which we are to pursue.

MORE REPUBLICAN EVIDENCE 


That a Reduction of the Present Tariff is Badly 


- Needed. 


General John A. Logan, April 18,1870: Now when tlie gentleman, 


who seems to be the protector in an especial manner of the great labor 
interest* of this country, epeakg of this protection being the protection of 
the labor of this country, I ask him: Does not every farmer and mechanic 
In thin broad land make aw of iron in all kinds of labor? The 4,000,000 
men that have been freed recently are laborers, are producers, not manu- 
facturers. They are not men of skilled labor; they evidently are not men 
who an protected. And then there are the mon in the Northwest who 
produce corn, wheat, oats, pork and beans, etc.; they are producers and 
consumers, and are not protected ; and it it they who pay this large 
amount of money into the pockets of the manufacturers of this article. 
And when a gentleman stands upon this floor and tells me that this high, 
this extraordinarily high tariff is for the protection of the laboring men, I 
tell him that / do not understand haw he can fossibly suottantiate iwh a 
theory. 


From tbe Report of the Republican Tariff Comminlon 


appointed by President Arthur, 1881: It would seem that the 
rates of duties under the existing tariff—fixed, for the most part, during 
the war under the evident necessity at that time of stimulating to its 
utmost extent all domestic production—must be adapted, Ouvugh reduc- 
tion, to the present condition o, punce requiring no such extraordinary 
stimulus. And in the mechanical mid manufacturing industries, especially 
those which have been long established, it would seem that the improve-

The average reduction in Kites, including that from the 
enlargement of the free list and the abolition of tho duties on charges and 
commissions, at which the commission liasiiinied, is not fcssoii rheaverage 
than 2O per cent., and it is the opinion or the Commission that the reduc- 
tion will reach 25 per cent. 


|The amis' Bill proposes a reduction of leas than five ner 
cent.] 


Senator John Sherman, January, 1888: The tariff ought to be care- 


fully revised with a view to correct any inequalities or incongruities that 
have grown out of the change of values since the passage of the act of 
1888; every imported article which does not compete with our domestic 
industry and is essential to the comfort and wants of our people should 
be placed on the FRKB TJST ; every raw material of industry which does 
not compete with our own productions should be specially selected for the 
PUBS LIST. 


Hugh McCulloch, Ex-Secretary of the Treasury, December, 1887: In 


the main I agree with those views, I am very glad to see Mr. Cleveland 
insist with such emphasis upon putting the issue squarely before the peo- 
ple. His action, under the circumstances, marks him as a man whose 
ability bos been greatly underestimated. 
There is no question over which 


the general government1 has jurisdiction that is of such vital importance 
as the financial policy which we are to pursue. Mr. Cleveland has marked 
out a course which can be safely followed. 


•Senator William B. Allison, of Iowa, March 24,1870: The tariff of 


1846, 
although confessedly and professedly a tariff for revenue, was, so far 


as regards all the great interests of the country, as perfect a tariff as any 
that we have ever liod. 


But I may be asked how this reduction shall be made. I think it 


ehould be made upon all leading articles, or nearly all, and for that pur- 
pose, when I can get an opportunity in the House, if no gentleman does 
before me, I shall move that the pending bijl be recommitted to the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, with instructions to report a reduction upon 
existing rates of duty equivalent to 20 per cent, upon existing rates, or 
one-fifth reduction. [The Mills' bill proposes a reduction of 5 per cent] 


Senator Oliver P. Morton. Now, I wish to say to the Senate that - 


I am strongly convinced that we should go further, and reduce the tariff 
in material respects upon many other articles. * * * The country 
expects a large reduction, tho country knows that it can be made, the 
country has been promised this reduction, and the dominant party here 
is responsible to tbe country for this reduction, and will be held responsi- 
ble if it i!i not made. 


Senator Benjamin Harrison, November 28, 1882: The creatitn* oj 


the Tariff 
Commission was a nonfession mat the tariff needs revision. If 


the report comes in it should be promptly acted upon. My opinion is 
that no time should be lost after Congress assembles in bringing forward 
these measures. 


Levi P. Morton, if. C., April 6, 1880: Mr. Townshend of Illinois 


moved to pass the bill to place salt and other articles on the Fititit LIST.
